PHARMACY--ITS ROLE IN THE HOSPITAL 


Vincent Conti 
Chief Pharmacist 


We consider the pharmacy a ser- 
vice department whose goal is 
better patient care. With the ex- 
cellent cooperation that is 
received from personnel of the 
various departments, we are find- 
ing our goal coming nearer to 
realization. Today, the phar- 
macist must be prepared to be a 
knowledgeable authority on drugs, 
drug products and their use. At 
the doctor's request, the phar- 
macist is always ready to make 
direct contributions to patients' 
drug therapy. 


The course of study at an approved 
College of Pharmacy leading to a 
B.S. degree takes five years. The 
pharmacist must then have at least 
six months internship before be- 
ing eligible to take the state 
board examination in the state in 
which he expects to practice. The 
first two years of study are ina 
general humanities program; the 
remaining three years encompass 
all of the chemical, physical and 
biological sciences. 


Our pharmacy staff consists of 
four full-time pharmacists, two 
part-time pharmacists and one full 
time assistant. Hours are from 
8:45 a.m. to 8 p.m., Monday thru 
Braday. -anoeo ca. Mls LOmon Osis 
Saturday and Sunday. The super- 
visor of nurses has access to the 
pharmacy for necessary emergency 
drug orders and a member of the 
pharmacy staff may be called at 


all times for help with medication 
problems. We consider this 
arrangement completely adequate 
for sufficient servicing of the 
hospital on a twenty-four hour 
basis. 


In addition to its responsibili- 
ties to the in-patients, the 
pharmacy serves all the hospital 
clinics until 5)p.m. Ala re 
scriptions are dispensed at the 
out-patient window. Since many 


medications are prepacked, patients 
received "stat" pharmacy service. 
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Most people know pharmacists in 
the role of drug dispensers, but 
another important duty is being 

a member of the Pharmacy and 
Therapeutics Committee. The com- 
mittee is an advisory committee 
of the medical staff, whose pur- 
pose is to consider all matters 
related to the handling and use 
of drugs in the hospital. 


It evaluates, appraises and se- 
lects from among the many 
medicinal agents available, those 
that are considered useful in 
patient care. It is responsible 
to the medical staff as a whole 
and its recommendations are 


subject to medical board approval. 
Drugs selected in this manner 
then comprise the hospital formu- 
lary. A copy of the formulary is 
kept at each nursing station, in 
the clinics and the pharmacy. 


Supplying medication to the pat- 
ient areas of the hospital is the 
first and most important respon- 
sibility of the pharmacy. 
Currently, we are employing a 
fresh approach to the problem of 
effective servicing of patient 
needs. This approach takes the 
form of a new apparatus affection- 
ately known as the "drug station 
on wheels". These carts, located 
at each nursing station, offer a 
separate, easily secured area for 
drug storage while also providing 


individual compartments for each 
patient's medication. MTherefore, 
the drug cart is valuable in 
reducing the steps required of 
the nurse during dosage prepara- 
tion and administration and also, 
insignificantly minimizing the 
hazard of medication errors. The 
cart, which is serviced each week 
day, is small enough so that it 
can be easily pushed through the 


COLrridors or, intoz patients. rooms: 
Additional drawers can be used to 
hold sponges, disposable inject- 
ables, and other supplies routine- 
ly used by the nurse. All drug 
orders for each patient are re- 
corded by the nurse on a medica- 
tion profile sheet, and placed in 
that patient's drawer. At the 
pharmacy, the doctor's medication 
orders are checked and medications 
properly labelled are placed in 
the patient's drawer. The 
pharmacy staff working as a team 
shares the responsibility to see 
that all doctor's medication 
orders are carried out and that 
the patient will receive the 
"right medication at the right 
time". *** 


NEW PERSONNEL POLICY ON DRUGS: 


The newly revised Personnel 
Health Service Policy includes a 
provision to allow certain 
courtesies to employees and their 
families with respect to drugs: 


"The Pharmacy will supply formul- 
ary drugs ordered by the 
Personnel Health Service physi- 
cian and/or PHS referred 
physicians, free of charge when 
countersigned by PHS. Other 
prescription and non-prescription 
drugs will be supplied at Hospit- 
al cost to (regular) employees 
and their families." 


This is an important benefit for 
employees. Ask your Supervisor 
or Department Head for further 
information on how you can take 
advantage of its provision. ***
